* The following’ translation of a Proclamation 
dasued by. the Kwangtung Likin Office with 
regard to Inward Transit Paazes in the province 
of Kwanglung bas beeo, faxwaided to us by tha 


Colonial Secretary for Pablizatlon, We published - 


the gist of it yester 
exlieso, as follows 1— 

Chang, Financial Commissioner -for-the -Pro-- 
vince of Kwangtung ; K’ual, decorated with a 
bulton of the secend class, Judiclal Commis- 
sloner for the Province: of Kwangtong; Ying, 
ecorated with a batton of the second clasr, Salt 
Comptroller af the twa Kwanga; Yeo, holding 
brevet rank of the second class, Gratu Intendant 
for the province of Kwangtung ; Chang, holdlag 
brevet rank of the thid class,,an expectant 
Tatendant of Cireuit on the Kwangiuog estab- 
Ushment, who conatliute the Central Likis iOffice 
for the whale prowiace of Kwangtung, do hereby 
issue the following proclamation for the public 
information. 

His Excellency Tan, Junior Guardian of the

The Acting Consul therela requests that, as 
Brith merchants are at present convéying 
forelgn produce under transit pass Into the 
foterlor of Kewangtuog, this office be instracted 
to make Itself acquatated with the terms of a 
previous despatch from the Tsungll Yamen with 
regard to inward pastes in the two Kwan 
proviaces, and to issue « proclamation embody. 
fog Ihe senze thereo! for the information ‘of the 
Bublic, Mr, Feaser farther asked that every

Hu Excellency, Iq forwarding thls communt-
